As a school, we seem to always be just a few points or only one goal/performance away from
making AYP. Our state report card of a “B” is not where we want to be and we will continue to work to make
improvements. We recognize the need to target those weak areas and to continue our efforts, but at the same
time we have reason to celebrate our progress. We continue to evaluate all programs and practices for insight
and growth with the hope that this will help us meet the elevated state standards for AYP in 2013 and beyond.
Our school and district initiative in streamlining programs and policies through professional learning
communities and schools has created an atmosphere of coherence and determination at every level and
function. Collectively we are putting children first as we strive to succeed for them and their future. With the
curriculum changes coming via the Common Core Standards, our teachers are beginning the process of
integrating those changes into their teaching.
